Minden, -Nebraska has finally returned to its normal routine 
way of living after what was probably one of the most hectic ten 
days in its entire existence. The uproar was caused when the town 
; was named as the first day of issue site of the Fort Kearny com- 
| memorative stamp on September 22. For a number of days previous 


| to the big day, citizens hired as extra clerks by Uncle Sam’s Post 


Office Department had been attending to the requests of collectors 
for first day cancellations on their covers. Actually, Minden is some 
13 miles southwest of the real site of old Fort Kearny which of 


course no longer exists today. 
days gone by though, the Fort was 
|considered the outpost of the great 
unknown West. It was here that 
the faint hearted turned back, 
where the courageous replenished 
their supplies and made off into 
' the wild stretches of plains where 
‘at every turn, the unwary were 
open to ambush by the Indians. 


Old records indicate that the} 


fort was founded by a Lt. D. P. 
| Woodbury, a young army officer 
on the southernmost bend of the 
Platte River. 

He had been sent out in 1846 
from an older Fort Kearny, lo- 
cated near Nebraska City, to se- 
lect a post more suitably located 
to protect travelers from Indians. 

The fort was located at about 
a central point in the region oc- 
cupied by the Pawnees on one 


| side, and the Sioux and Cheyen- 


nes on the other. These tribes 
had no more love for each other 
than they did for the whites. So 
the fort was to help keep peace 
among the Indians as well as pro- 
tect migrants on the Oregon Trail.

Nebraska in connection with the 
Indian wars of the plains; it was 
the great emigrant and freighting 
traffic center of the day. All traf- 
fic between the Missouri River 
and the Pacific Coast converged 
at this point. 

One account says as many as 
five hundred wagons in one day 
passed the fort. In six weeks dur- 
ing the spring of 1865, no less than 
six thousand wagons traveled 
west, each carrying one to four 
tons of freight. 

Construction of the post was 
started in June, 1848, by Lieuten- 
ant Woodbury, with a force of 175 
men. By December a number of 
buildings had been completed, us- 
ing materials available close by. 
The men cut and sawed lumber, 
made burned brick and adobe 
brick. 

The post was named Fort Childs 
by Lieutenant Woodbury. A few 
months later this was changed by 
order of the War Department to 
Fort Kearny, in honor of Gen.

Pity The Poor Cover Dealer 


Of course we mean the First Day Cover Dealer. We remember when 
we were in Columbus back in the middle thirties and were making and 
offering covers for the collectors as well as to the trade, the many prob- 
lems that constantly confronted us, 

Those days were easy compared with today. In those days there was 

mot so much competition, there were few really fine covers being offered 
and the business had not grown to such 
a.point where it was a big problem to care 
for it. Things are different today. The 
competition is quite keen among about a 
half dozen really big operators in this field. 
Some very handsome covers are being pro- 
duced and all of the boys have to keep on 
their toes to see that theirs are outstanding 
covers and designs. Then too, they always 
have the competition of the new fellows 
who come in and think they can do it 
cheaper but who lack the knowledge and 
are soon responsible for creating a lot of 
dissatisfaction from that small group who 
are always looking for a lower price yet 
_still wanting quality. On top of all this 
the present stamp program of the gov- 
ernment has been almost enough to drive 
any weak person to suicide. How some 
of the boys have been able to keep up with 
it is more than we can understand. It is cer- 
tain that it has caused many of them 
sleepless nights and enough worry to wreck 
the constitution of many men. Few col- 
lectors realize what the procedure is in supplying covers for the collector 
and can not vision the amount of work and detail that must be followed 
through in getting out a new cover. 

Let us put it this way. You have already sent a remittance to the 
dealer whose covers you favor, Perhaps you have a credit established 
whereby he is to supply you with a certain number of new covers for each 
new stamp that appears, 

The news breaks. in Washington that there is to be a new stamp 
honoring some certain event. This news gets into the daily papers first. 
You may see it there even before the cover dealer gets his advice from 
Washington, that such a stamp is to appear. Well, you are ready and 
waiting, wondering how soon you will get your envelopes, you forget about 
time, all you think about is where are those envelopes for that new stamp 
ond in some instances several days before the stamp is to appear you may 
get so anxious that you write the dealer and complain and thus add to his 
work and worry, for he is hot on the job trying in every way to get those 
covers ready and to you in time for you to use them. 

When he learns from Washington that’a new stamp Is to come he 
has to do some fast thinking to dig out a picture or design. He has to 
see his artists quickly for the drawings, then to the engraver to have the 
cuts made, then to the printer to get a rush job of printing and finally he 
has to address envelopes for mailing to you and put the covers in these 
envelopes, stamp them and get them in the mail to you. It takes days 
and days to get the first mew cover from the printer, after you learn that 
the stamp is to be issued, and believe me, some of these dates are named 
so short that it is a marvel that the dealers have been able to meet them 
all with as little complaint as has been the case. 

Frequently too, your complaint is wholly unjustified. We know that 
from letters we get every week. Hardly a week goes by but what we get 
at least one or more letters about which we can not make out head or 
tail. Either the person fails to sign a name and address, fails to tell us 
what they want for the check enclosed or they may write such a scribble, 
that try as we do, the letter is returned to us undelivered because the ad- 
dress we figured out just was not the right one. 

In ordering by mail we would suggest that collectors check and double 
check before sealing and sending their letters. In buying covers for use 
with new stamps we would recommend that you pick any of the better 
known dealers who have been in the business for the past year or the 
Past several years. Place your order with them in an intelligent and clear 
manner, then settle back and trust them to care for you in the proper 
manner, They all want your business and you can rest assured that none 
of them are stealing nickles, dimes or dollars from any of you and that 
if things do not come through and click as perfectly as you think they 
should, there is a screw loose somewhere and it is just as apt to be in 
you as in the dealer, so before you go off your trolley, take the matter 
up with him in a friendly way and do not put the blame till you find 
out whether it is you or he that is to blame. 

We know quite well that a heap of the complaints that are made 
from time to time are from crackpots and we also know that some of the 
complaints are fully justified. The main thing is to hold your fire till 
you have definitely determined where the trouble is and then if you do 
not get satisfaction and service you have something to argue about,

Exclusive Cachet 
From Gettysburg, Pa. 


When the Lincoln-Gettysburg 
three-cent commemorative stamp 
is placed on sale at Gettysburg, 
Pa. on November 19, exclusive 
first day cover cachets will be 
sent out from the Lincoln room in 
the Wills House there to hundreds 
of stamp collectors. 

Gettysburg will be the “first 
day of issue” city for the stamp, 
issued to commemorate the 85th 
anniversary of the dedication of 
the Gettysburg National Ceme- 
tery in 1863 and the delivery on 
that program by President Abra- 
ham Lincoln of his now immortal 
“Gettysburg Address.” 

The Wills House, where Lin- 
coln spent the night just preced- 
ing the dedication, as the guest of 
Judge David Wills, is still stand- 
ing on the “square” here. The 
room in which Lincoln slept has 
been preserved with its original 
furniture, and is operated as a 
museum by John D. Lippy, Jr. 

This is one of the few times 
that Artcraft has departed from 
its usual custom to issue an “ex- 
clusive” and a cover in anything 
but black. The cachet shows a 
likeness of the Alexander Gard- 
ner print of Lincoln, made just 
before the president’s visit to 
Gettysburg, and the -Lincoln 
Speech Memorial in the National 
Cemetery here, the only monu- 
ment in the world erected to a 
speech. : 

The covers will be stamped at 
the Wills house and in the Lin- 
coln room, where the president 
slept and where he wrote his 
Gettysburg Address. They may be 
obtained by sending name and 
address and 25 cents in coin to 
the Lincoln room, Gettysburg, Pa.

Cachet Marks Modern 
Pony Express Mail 


A Pony Express run will take 
place October 15, during Okla- 
homa’s Indian Centennial at 
Muskogee, The various Roundup 
Clubs of Oklahoma are entering 
teams of 12 horses to make the 
Pony Express run from Wagon- 
er, Oklahoma to Muskogee. The 
riders will change horses every 
1-1/8 miles. 

Pony Express riders will re- 
ceive mail from the Wagoner, 
Oklahoma Postmaster, and they 
will race to the Muskogee Post 
Office, where they will have the 
Indian Centennial stamp affixed 
to the mail and canceled First 
Day. The Rider arriving first will 
have his letters autographed by a 
Post Office official. 

The Muskogee Stamp Club, host 
to the 16th Annual Oklahoma 
Philatelic Society Convention, 
will sponsor a special cachet for 
this Pony Express run and any 
collectors desiring the covers for

Navy Day Cachet 
Offered Collectors 


_ Atwo color cachet for this com- 
ing Navy Day—October 27th—is 
|being offered to all philatelists 
/and souvenir hunters by the Oak- 
land Naval Supply Center. The 
bi-colored cachet, officially ap- 
proved by the United States Navy, 
will bear the drawing of a Navy 
cargo ship loading supplies and 
equipment for the Pacific Fleet 
with the identifying words “Navy 
Day, 27 October 1948” on top and 
the words “Naval Supply Center, 
Oakland, California” on the bot- 
tom. The words “Navy Day” will 
be stamped between the killer 
bars by special approval of the 
United States Post Office. In ad- 
dition, the words “U. S. Naval 
Su upply Depot Station, Oakland, 
fornia, October 27th, 1948” 
will appear within the circle iden- 
tifying the Post Office Station. 

All persons interested in‘obtain- 
ing the cachet should send a self 
addressed 6% inch envelope with 
enough postage affixed to the en- 
velope to cover the cost of first 
class mailing. Envelopes should 
be forwarded with light card- 
board fillers enclosed. It is im- 
portant that a blank space mea- 
suring 342” by 34%” be reserved 
on the left side of each envelope 
to accommodate the official U. S. 
Navy two-color cachet which will 
be applied by processing through 
a letter press. 

Self addressed and stamped en-

Pakistan now has the follow- 
ing stamps in current use, and 
are to be regarded as the regular 
postage series for the time being. 








Several designs are used through- 
out the series, most of which ap- 
pear on more than one value. 

The Scales of Justice, a star 
and crescent in an ornate frame 
is the design used for the 3 pies 
carmine, 6p. purple and the 9p. 
green. A 1 anna blue, 14%a. dark 
green and a 2a. carmine depicts 
a star and crescent. Next three 





stamps carry a two tiered bridge 
as the central design in values 
of 242a. green, 342a. blue and 4a, 
red brown. 

One of the government build- 
ings is shown on the 6a, blue, 8a. 
gray and 12a. red, while another 
government bulding is depicted 
on the 3a. green and the 10a. red, 
but are the large size stamps.

This group of 
stamps, 13 in number, are listed in 
Scott’s as numbers 909 thru 921 
and the proper title is OVERRUN 
COUNTRIES SERIES. Here is a 
set of stamps that have been flam- 
boyantly belittled by dealers and 
collectors alike, Like a flame- 
throwing lethal weapon this ser- 
ies struck the stamp world at the 
apex of a tremendous buying 
market. Great quantities of these | 
gorgeously tri-colored adhesives | 
were salted away. Not for long, 
though, as trading began to taper 
off towards normalcy these cach- 
ed holdings.started to come out 
into the open. 

This being a column wherein it 
is my business to pass on to you 
both valuations and helpful hints 
as to what may be good or not, 
allow me to impress you with my 
opinion of this series. If ever 
there was a sleeper then we have 
one in the Flags. Why I feel this | 
way can be borne out by a few! 
pertinent facts. First of all every 
stamp in the set is of a 5c face 
value. This in itself is important 
to bear in mind as my observa- 
tions, in the past, show the aver- 
age collector staying aloof from 
any stamp whose face value goes 
above 3c. Strange but true and it 
appears to me as the biggest puz- 
zle in Philately. 

Secondly the quantities issued 
vary between 15 and 20 million.
